An English Prelate on Female 
Education in America. 


At the flrat annual meeting of the Man- 


chester Association for Promoting the Ed- 
ucation of Women, Dr. Fraser, bishop of 
the disooese, who visited the United States 
threeyearsago.a special education commis- 
sioner of tho English Privy Council, made 
some observations which aro noteworthy, 
as coming from a prelate who bids fair tn 
become the foremost on tbe British bench, 
and who is personally acquainted with 
tins country. The bishop said that with 
the exception of two great cities, Boston 
and Philadelphia, every; high school— 
which was the highest grade of school in 
the American educational system—was a 
mixed school, in wMoh boys and girls, of 
ages varying from fifteen to eighteen,were 
taught together in mixed classes and taken 
equally through all subjects, and he cer- 
tainly was struck by the fact that the la- 
dieuinmost of the cases carried off the 
palm. 


In the high schools of Cincinnati, if he 


remembered rightly, be foand that the 
three papils studying Latin and Greek 
were girls, and the matter they had se- 
lected for etudy were the odes of Horace 
in one laugnage, aad tbe odea of Anacreon 
in tbe other. He did not know for what 
particular motive they did so, but snob, it 
happened was the branch of reading on 
which they vrre engaged. He confessed 
honestly that tbe results, as he witnessed 
them in America, did not satisfy him, and, 
much a« he eaw to admire in. the many 
high public qualities which ornamented 
American women, they did not meet his 
ideal views of what women should be. He 
was quite aware of the high praise which 
De Tocqueville had passed upon Ameri- 
can women. De Tocqueville, in his sketch 
of democratic institutions, «rid it there 
was one cause to which more than another 
he would attribute the wonderful prosperi- 
ty and growing force of America, it would 
be to tho superiority of tbeir womea. 
It 


was his great maxim, "C'e»t la fenuae gui 
fail Ice -nuKurs." This being so, it was of 
unspeakable importance that the educa- 
tion given to women in Enlgand should be 
one that would qualify them for that 
which he took to be, above all others, their 
groat function which the Creator meant to 
fulfill in life. 


He could not welcome with any satis- 


faction tbeir attempts to intrude upon 
{unctions that did not belong to women, 
and, he supposed, to thrust men back in- 
to functions which did not beloag to them. 
The Athenian statesman Pericles con- 
demned too much chatter in women. When 
ho eaw ladies thrusting themselves into 
the domain of politics and medicine here, 
there and everywhere, he was reminded 
of certain things in one of the playa of 
Aristophanes, in which ladies were de- 
picted as entering into council upon state 
affaire, finding that they made a meas of 
it, and that it was better for them to stick 
to their own functions. 
He also remem- 


bered something of certain plays of Moli- 
ere, 
which showed that even an advanced 


education might nut redeem tho female 
character from frivolity to petty motives. 
Ha had been iisked the other day to enter 
into a very interesting,-correspondence 
with a lady who wrote admirably about 
the ojeairg of schools of medicine to wo- 
men. 
Any oue could Ree at once that 


there were vcrt.:in departments of meuical 
practice which uc t.hougbt with groat ad- 
vaiHugo n.ight 
bo committed to tbe 


hands oi women. 
But he would only say 


that if any gentleman or lady present 
thought a school of anatomy conducted 
with mixed classes for male or female 
atudento of from eighteen to twenty-five 
years of age was an edifying spectacle in 
tbe midst of modem civilization, their no- 
tiocn oi what was right wace different 
from hit*. 


\Vbul we wanted was what women 


alone ^ive us—a resettlement of the whole 
ptrueture of modern society upon founder 
foundations. 
We did not want thnpe 


foundations to be built upon gold, 
wanted to bo taught that though gold was 


great element in a nation's life, it was 
oc the only element or the chief element. 
L'ho great element of a nation's strength 
was in tho htrenatK and richness of the 
latioual diameter, and if women made 
mr manuers, we wanted them to redeem 
'oung man from the life of fast diswipa- 
<m in which ihfcy fritter away their time 
thL'ir money and tho public Mpirit

rivoloue woman was bad enough, Heavej 
ucw ; but if there was one thing which 
vas fimply odious, it was a fan woman 
Fast women made fast men, and fant men 
10 looked upon a& tbe men who were 
bringing dowu society in England to the 
ground. We wanted 1nore public spirit 
moro real devotion to great public inter* 
ests, nnd when one knew how woman, far 
uure than man, could devote herself with 
mpuisive generosity, sacrificing every- 
hiiif? else to any -ireat object she pro 
ofctd within tbo^e which were her proper 
unctions and offices, one thought thai 
rod hud meant b<rr to set men an exam 
)le.

A C.VVE OF SKEI.ETOKS Uls'EAHTnKD. 
For months piist tliu pnpcrsof tbe North 


west b«vo been filled with marvellous BC 
couuta of the discovery here and there o 
various relics, supposed to have been man 
ufuctured by a people who had pa§fei 
iway, nnd left behind no written hietory 
Tlicse relics, consisting of skeleton*, houee- 
aold utcnuils, anus, agricultural imple 
meuts, pieces of pottery, etc., have ia tb.

On Saturday last, 8,ye the Dubuqu

the Duhuque & ^ttuneoota Railroad, nea 
the base of one of the tall, frowning bluffs 
overlooking the river.a thort distance abov 
Eagle Point. Atlho footo'f thisbluffanuin 
berof woikmon weroeDgageilinexcava^jo 
in the loose stratified litucdtono rook io 
the railroad track, and while diggin 
away with pick, ppado and crowbar in £h 
side of the bank, they suddenly foun 
their further progress arresttd by a larg 
square smooth stone, on the outer eurfac 
of which was inscribed' a number o 
strange characters and devices, which non 
of the unlettered workmen of course coui 
raiikc out.

We aro furuirhcd by a tricnd with an 
xtract from a letter from u lady iu Paris, 
ated Dtceinlier 20, and forwarded by bal- 
oon pott.

The broad 
s very brown, nearly black; .vegetables i t 
s impossible to get; a chicken costs from 
Kiriy to forty franco. 
At firet I could 


not bear the ide«oCeating hore>e meat, aad 
nuw I aui only too glad whcu I cau get 
some to make soup with, which in the beet 
way to eat it. Fortunately 1 have » very 
;ood muid, much attached to mt-, who 
snow's how to drefcs it. I have provUionH 
'f rice, chocolate and jam; but really I 
think £ t-hail never be able to look at j.tm 
or preserves of any sort after this eiege, 
or it has been my principal food. 


"You would never know Paris. It looks 


quite a different place; so sad, while all 
he people seem so very miserable and un- 
>appy. I pass many days without tpeak- 
ng to any ono but my maid. I read a 
great deal; but no one can imagine the 
itate of mind I am in tometimee, as I have 
lad very disagreeable things to put np 
with; but fortunately, Colonel Hoffman 
ias been very kind to me in affording me 
.ho protection of the legation. At first I 
.bought I should have been obliged to take 
n some soldier*, and I bad very great 
trouble about it, until the legation inter- 
fered. After that I wss summoned before 
the Juye de Paijc, for not paying my rent. 
Again tbe legation interfered, and I am 
allowed a respite like the French people. 
After that I was iiuepectcd of being a spy 
For the Prussians, on account of my name. 
This was more serious, for some of my let- 
ters were opened. 
Again tbe legation 


came to my assistance, and it is through 
;hem I have been able to obtain some let- 
ters from my friends. 


"J>oone is allowed to leave Paris. I 


;hank God be has given me health in this 
dreadful time of, misery and i-ickmess. 
The small-pox; is dreadful lately and 
many other diseases also. It all seems like 
a dream; one can tcarcely believe it to be 
true. I have now got accustomed to tho 
sound of the cannon, though sometimes at 
night it keeps me awake. I have had no 
fear except during those en&ites at tbe 
Hotel de Ville on the 29ih, SOtb and 31«t 
of October. Now people seem quiet; but 
etill there is a fear of the poor class of 
of people going to the bouse* for pil- 
lage. 
If any thine of that kind occurs 


I ihall run to the Legation. I give you 
this account of tbe state of sfkirs, bs- 
causo I know the interest you must all 
feel in poor Paris."
